Sensational Duel in the Home of a Ranchman Near Fort Sumner, New Mexico, 
Where Billy Saw His Finish.

Day was just breaking when a horse and rider ap- 
peared on the top of a divide, a mile or so distant from 
the Maxwell sheep ranch, near Fort Sumner, N. M. 
Man and beast showed signa oft hard travel and weari- 
ness It needed but a light touch of the bridle reins to 
bring the horse to a stop, while the rider carefully 
scanned the distant ranch and Its adjacent corral.

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ART OF SCIENTIFIC BOXING 


BY ASPIRANTS FOR HONORS 
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Our Expert Discourses Upon the Game and Gives Yaluable 
Hints to Beginners. 





SUGGESTIONS FROM THE FAMOUS FIGHTERS OF TO-DAY. 





Old Styles Which Have Been Superseded---Champions All Have Their Own 
Methods---Corbett on Feinting. 
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(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE POLICE GAZETTE.) 


Of course, in an article intended to give an insight to 
thesscience of boxing one might be justified in expect- 
ing to find at the beginning something about the funda- 
mental principles upon which the practice of boxing Is 
founded, but Iam going to assume that every inteili- 
gent person who reads this knows that to begin spar- 
ring the participants stand with the left foot forward, 
and the left hand extended with the right thrown 
across the breast for purposes of defense. Dozeus of 
text books on the subject of boxing are in existence to- 
day, amply illustrated with drawings and photographs 
showing different leads, counters, cross-counters, eic., 
etc., but I will venture to say that not a single work 
ever written was sufficiently satisfactory to the student 
to justify any serious consideration. One might as well 
try to learn to sail a boat by studying a book as to ex- 
pect to acquire any knowledge of boxing from a series 
ot postures. Experience is the only teacher and it is 
ouly froma careful application of studious thought 
upon the subj. ct, coupled with the learning acquired in 
& practical way that the greatest exponents of scientific’ 
pugilism like “Kid” McCoy, Jim Corbeit, Young 
Griffo and others became successful. Each of them has 
hisown method of sorking out the problems which 
confront him in the ring; each has tricks, feints, blows 
aud defensive tactics peculiar to himself. Each tries to 
study the other’s defects and invent some. trick or 
method to take advantage ofthem. The knowledge of 
all is based upon the A BC primer ideas contained in 
the various handbooks ubove referred to; but the real 
knowledge can only be acquired in a practical way and 
itis my intention in this article to give more attention 
to what might be called the advance: stage than to the 
rudimentary matter which iscoutained in the various 
text books, 

Outside the pale of professional pugilism boxing Is 
essentlally a good thing to know about. I don’t mean, 
of course, that every lid growing up should learn to 
box with the idea of becoming a fighter. Far from It. 
O.. the contrary, I should advise most boys to keep out 
of the game unless they feel an inborn conviction that 
they are thoroughly cut out for it, and even then to 
only enter the field asa means to an end. Butif in 
following the principal avocations of life a man never 
has any use for a practical knowledge ot the science of 
the “manly art,” as it is called, the cultivation of it 
will be beneficial in enabling him to attain the full en- 
joy ment of perfect manhood, The action requires the 
exercise of every muscle In the human body, brings 
into play in great degree the exercise of the mental 
tncullies, encourages bravery and self-possession under 
trying circumstances, and instillsin one the great les- 
sous of fortitude, whereby the worri:s and the struggles 
of the world may be met with a stout heart,a clear 
brain and bodily vigor. 

The first objects of sparring are to acquire health, 
grace ot bearing, agility indefenée tn case of attack, 
without resorting to weapons other than mother nature 
has endowed us with. It has been argued by some asa 
ground of objection to the study of the proper use of 
the fists that itleads men to be pugnacious, and that 
those who possess a knowledge of boxing are more 
ready to seek than evade a quarrel, in order that they 
may display their superiority. To this the writer does 
not assent, for we must invariably find that the con- 
sciousness of the power inclines men to be less prone to 
quarrel and tore forbearing toward an opponent. 
There are exceptions, of course, with persons who can- 
not command their temper, and in such cases whatever 
be the person’s other acquirements, the temper will be 
beyond control, On the other hand it may be contend- 
el with every show of reason that those who are natur- 
ally qnuick-tempered are given by a course of tessons in 
spariing a steadin: ss and a control that they would not 
otherwise possess, und for this reason alone the pastime 
is worthy of encouragement. 

Sparring, independent of its uses asa means of self- 
defence, has the additional recommendation of being 
one of the most healthful of exercises. The whole 
body partakes of its beneficial consequences. As the 
health of the mind is influenc-d by the health of the 
body, additional stimulant to i's pursuit is offered, and 
as itcan be practised a! «ll seasons and at all hours, in 
the most confin d as we'! as the most extended locall- 
ties, by the old a as by the young, by the weak as 
well as by the pow -~.ul, and by all without danger of 
personal injury, there 1s no athletic exercise more to be 
commended. 

Assuming that this may come under the observation 
of the reader who may desire some light upon the fun- 
damental principles of boxing, I will referr to them in- 
cidentally only for the purpose, however, that he will 
with more facility understand what muy be written as 
the subject progresses. 

One of the most essential things, which is to stand 
firmly upon the feetin a position to get about quickly 
and safely—slow legs are as much to the detriment o 
success asslow | ands—one must he always ready to use 
his feet to retreat and to advance or to quickly stepint» 
position. and some consideration must be given to the 
position of the hands. They must be tightly clinched. 


is diminished and a sprained or otherwise injured wrist 
would be the penalty involved, The left hand, in the 
position to lead at the head, should be closed with the 
palm upwards, the arm almost perfectly straight with 
theelbow turned up. To deliver all other blows the 
arm should be bent decidedly more, with the palm 
turned half down and inwards, 

Now being ia position the first thing to do ts to feint, 
which 1m other words is to offer a false attuck to divert 
the attention of youradversary from the mode of 
attack to be followed; as for instance, a teint with the 
left hand, followed by aright hand blow either at the 
head or body; a successful feint with the left hand 
made by straightening the arm suddenly as though 
about to deliver a blow; advancing the left foot about 
six inches with the head well thrown back; a feint with 
the right hand by throwing the arm back suddenly in 
the action preceding the hit; advancing the left foot 
about the same distance; by utilizing elther of these 
methods you may succeed in “drawing” your opponent 
on todeliver the certain blow: for which you are pre-

pared and which itis your intention to counter. Do 
this either by feimt and enticing him to follow you up 
or by laying yourself open with apparent carelessness 
to the attack you wish him to make; both are of course 
exceedingly useful, but the beginner would do well to 
cultivate quickness and attain some proficiency in 
straichtforward sparring before he :tarus his attention 
to mar quvres which are more likely to get himseif 
than lis adversary in trouble if they are not performed 
with great rapidity. When you have acquired suffi- 
cient proficiency to justify the bellef that you can feint 
successtully you may lead off with the left hand for 
the purpose of inducing your adversary tothrow up his 
right hand guard; this leaves an opening or an avenue 
for a stiff and sturdy priuci: in the pit of the stomach or 
solar plexus. If the ruse is unsuccessiul and he falis to 
draw up his right hand guard, send a left straight to the 
hexnda. Quickness of thought as well as quickness of 
auction is most essential to success. Good fvot work, 
too, is absolutely ‘necessary becuse you have to get in 
and out quickly either to feint or to delivera iow, 
Much practice is necessary to be successful in this as 
the action should be performed with great rapidity. In 
this position the toes of the right foot must be directly 
behind and in a line with the left heel. The distance 
between the feet naturally varies according to the 
height; for a man of & feet Sinches it shou d be 14 
inches. Let theright foot be turned slightly out and 
raise the heel about two inches from the ground; the 
weight will then rest on the ball of the foot. The left 
foot ought to be flat on the groand and poinfed towards 
sour opponent’s left toe, Slightly bend both knees. 
The right arm should be across the “mark” (that point 
where the ribs begin to arch), the hand being an inch 
below the left brenst. To obtain the exact position of 
the left arm, advance the left shoulder, drop the arm 
by the side, and then raise the forearm until the hand 
is on a level with tbe elbow. In sparring it should he 
worked easily forward and backward. Throw the 
right shoulder well back and slightly sink it, so that of 
the two the left shoulder is the higher. Lower the 
chin, turn the fade a little to the right, and bend the 


turning the face is to prevent both eyes being bit at 
once, while the head is bent to the right in order that it 
may not be directly in a line with your opponent's left 
hand, and thus afford him an easy target. 

It your opponent leads for your head and right, ruise 
the left elbow and bend the arm so that the fist is some- 
what lower and nearer to the body than the elbow. Let 
the palm be turned to the front. Shift the right toot 
back about six inches and lean a little forward so that 
you are the better able to resist the attack. Look over 
your wrist and receive the blow upon the elbow. 

By trying to impress upow you the importance of 
rapid foot work it is only necessary In support of this 
theory to gay that Corbett attributes his great success (o 
his agility In the ring. He was the first whose feet were 
made to assistin feinting. He found that moving in

asahouse. A sudden side step often caused the man 
to lead in a way which gave a perfect opportunity for a 
counter. 

Thus it was that Corbett introduced his feet to his 
hands as worthy assistants in feinting. 

Others have followed his lead, und have learned 
much, but few of them are even good imitators, and 
none has reached his standard of efficiency. 

There are three objects in feinting, from Corbett's 
standpoint, all of which are exceedingly rational. 

The first is what most people believe to be the sole 
object of the teimt—confnsing the opponent until he ts 
uncertain as to whatisto happen. This makes him 
shift his guard continually and uncertainly, leaving an 
opening from time to time for the blow. 

The second object sought in feinting, and an even 
more important one than the other, is that of inducing 
the man to lead. Itis natural fora boxer to counter, 
and when the feint induces him to lead, believing 
a blow is coming, it has accomplished all that can be 
asked of it. 

When a man counters at nothing he is ina bad posi- 
tion. He is moving, firse of all, and has his guard 
placed to receive the blow the feint suggested. It is ab- 
solutely impossible to change the guard as suddenly as 
the counter can get home. 

The man has made the mistake of attempting to 
counter a feint; 1s not only rattle’, but unsteady on his 
feet. The felut has put him completely at the mercy 
offhis opponent, and a straight, accurate jolt often ends 
a fight. 

Corbett’s other object of the feint is peculiarly Jim's 
own. It is to so confuse and bewilder the man from the 
moment he getsinto action uutil the bell that he is 
always keyed up. 

He must be taught that he can never afford to allow 
hia muscies to relax, and this strain on the nervous sys- 
tem after a few rounds becomes bartiul. 

Corbett will feintin his Joose arm way while his man

is pulled up in an anx‘ous bunch, with every fiiculty on 
edge, to anticipate the attack. The strain does no good 
and tires one out. 

Feinting consists not only in movements of the 
hands, feet and body, but includes every trick and 
move which is made with an iden of deception. A 
shiftof the eyes, a careless attitude, orany trick which 
may Induce one’s opponent to believe his chance has 
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If this precaution is not observed the force of the blow

Often boxers attempt to take advantage of this, with 
the unvarying result of having their heads jolted with 
a lef that gets a good long start. 

Corbett will suddenly drop bis hands to his sides as if 
very tired. Boxers have been known to rush, thinking 
they had him at such times, butthe way the bavds rip 
in teach them that they have been learning a new trick, 
nothing more. 

To feiut well a man must be able to make It appear 
beyond doubt that he is about to lead. To do this the 
muscles must be under perfect control, so that either 
hand may take advantage of the least opening the feint 
may make. 

Tt is a science in itself, something utterly neglected by 
three boxers vut of every five, but quite as important 
as any part of the game, 

Of the boxers of to-day there are Only afew who are 
worth amention when the suliject turns on feinting, and 
ofthem all Corbett ls pre-eminentiy the most perfect. 
He Is by all odds the most wonderful man in this regard 
the world has ever seen. 

To him feinting is at least two-thirds of the game. He 
fitids new possibilities and develops strange results 
from simply fooling his man. 
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RUHLIN AND MAHER IN FAST BOUT

Gus Rubin, the Akron giant, and Peier Maher went 
six rounds atthe Penn Art Club in Philadelpiita, Pa., 
on the night of the 17th of December, and it proved to 
be one of the fusiest and most furlous bouts between 
heavyweights which has been seen for some time, 
Under the local laws governing boxing contests no de- 
cisions are permitted, judgment as to the outcome be- 
Ing leit to the spectators.

Maher 
sent hia lett into Ruhlin’s face, an! a moment ater put 
it on the body. This was Maher's round, and the house 
rang With cheers for him. 

Round 2—Ruhilin led tor Maher’s head and landed a 
straight left, Maher countering on the body. Vicious 
infighting followed, with honorseven. Maher put his 
lefton Ruhlin’s face, and Rublin clinched to save him- 
self. Rublin landed a hard right over Maher's heart. 
Maher returned with body blows. This also was 
Maher’s round, ~~ 

Round 8—Ruhlin was extremely wild at the opening, 
Maher ducked two heavy swings aud shot his left to 
Rublin’s face twice, Then he swung his left. Maher 
awings lett Into the stomach. Ruhiin apparently was 
tired. They mixed it, and Rutlin landed his nght on 
Maher's Jaw, Honors even. 

Round 4—Rubilin started off in aggressive style. Me 
lauded a wicked left on Maher's wind, Maher returned 
with alight blow on Ruhiin’s face. Maher was fought 
to the ropes, but came buck with a fustilade of blows on 
Ruhblin’s body. Ruhlin returned the body blows and 
puta hard left on Maher's jaw, following it with his 
right, which was dangerously near the spot, This was 
followed by alively mixup, and the round closed in 
Rublin’s favor. ; 

Round 5—Maher seemed to be distrepsed coming out 
of his corner, and Rulilin started out to rush him, He 
landed a hard right on the body, but was countered, 
There was a lively mixup, in which Rublin used his 
elbow freely. He was cautioned, Maher cansed his 
admirers to shout lustily by landing a vicious swing on 
the jaw. The blow shook Ruhlin from head to foot, 
and he was glad togo toaclinch. He steadied him- 
self quickly, bowever, and at the gong bad a slight ad- 
vantage. 

Round 6—Kuhilin came up the stronger, but was sur- 
prised by a straiglit punch on the jaw which jarred him, 
He tried a swing, but Maher ducked cleverly. Maher 
landed a lett on the stomach and shot his right to the 
jaw. Both men were tired. Maher Jands on Rublins 
jaw and receives an uppercut in return. ‘Two clinches 
followed, and the crowd began to hiss. They clinched 
just at the sound of the bell, and as Maher had the bet- 
ter of the round his friends were jubilar.t. 

Tom Sharkey made oue of his characteristic speeches, 
which was as follows: 

“Gentlemen, I thank you very much for your appre- 
ciation of me. I have $2,500 posted to fight Mr. Jef- 
ries, and I never barred nobody outside of a nigcer. I 
will not fight no nigger. Idid not get my reputation 
fighting niggers and I will not fighta nigger. Outside 
of niggers I will fight any man living.”

Mayor Fleischman Makes Some Pointed Remarks About Pugilism---Efforts to 
Revive Wrestling---Gossip and Small Talk.

It looks as if we were on the threshold of 
another pugilistic disturbance similar to the one which 
made Corb it lose his professional prestige and caused 
“Kid McCoy to escape some compromising inquiries 
by taking a mysterious trip abroud. ‘This one seems 
only toinvolve Joe Gans, for wmidst all the talk in- 
spired by the “‘taky’’ character of the bout in which he 
participated with tie colored Baltiinorean not a sugges 
tion of blame has attached Itself to little Terry McGov- 
ern. Onthecontrary those who are ina posi'ion to 
speak intelligently upon the subject aver that the little 
fellow refused to bea party toany scheme which would 
reflect upon him, and his reputation is as clean and im- 
maculate as It has always been, Sam Harris, bis man- 
ager,even has not escaped criticism, and there are 
those who openly aver that he was fully cognuigant of 
what was going on if not an nctual party ton. Gunsis 
said to be the real scapegrace acting under fiustructions 
and directed by A} Hertord, his manager, and if the 
investigation now being pursued results in proving 
where the responsibility lies it will doubtless be traced 
to the Baltinorean’scamp. Iam hopeful that nothing 
of .an unfavorable; charscter is unearthed, for it is 
more than likely that ifan eruption does take place it 
will result in Chicago falling in line with the Metropolis 
aud other cities where the noble sport of boxing is 
legally discouraged. Already it has been stated that 
Mayor Harrison is cousidering the advisability of re- 
scinding all licenses and refusing permits forany more 
boxing bouts ‘This will indeed be a circumstance to be 
regretted. When the Horton law went out of existence 
in New York, Chicugo loomed upas the only place 

" where boxing could be given upon a paying basis. ‘The 
city proved to be a mecca for the pugilistic pilgrims’and 
thither they journeyed assured of something to do and 
achance to live. The city has hecome a veritable 
fighters paradise and the closing of its doors now to the 
members of the fistic fraternity meuns the necessity of 
facing a serious problem—starving or going to work, 
and manual labor is as distasteful to a fighter as it is to 
a tramp. 

Thus far nothing ofa really incriminating character 
hus been discovered regarding the Gans-McGovern 
bout; suspicions and allusions have bee made that 
Gans “laid down,” but if such was indeed a fact the 
very tew people who were intrusted with the secret 
have been wise enough to keep silent. I credit them 
with being asiade smarter than the pin-headed indi- 
viduals who handled the Corbett-McCoy affair, and I 
am rather inclined to the belief that nothing will result 
from the investigation. The most damaging thing that 
has come to the surface so fir was the statementofa 
negro whu wanted to wager $8,000, and who said he 
had seen an agreement signed by Gans to “lay down.” 
‘This simple statement carries no weight with it for the 
man who made it is totally irresponsible and nobody 
attaches any importance to what he says. There is also 
a story out to the effect thatthe conspirators first ap- 
proached McGovern with a proposition to “throw” the 
fight to Gans and that his refusal to do so precipitated a 
row between him and his manager, Sam Harris. This 
Ido not believe fur I have been very close in touch 
with both McGovern and Harris since they became 
partners. In tact, the association of the two began in 
my office and much of my influence had a bearing 
upon their early affairs. Harris and his protege are at- 
tuched to eaeh other by other ties than those of a mere 
business characier.~ Harris can be really said to love 
Terry, i#such a sentiment can exist between men, and 
I do not believe Harris would ask him to do anything 
which would reflect upon or mar hisstailess record. 

Then the story goes on to say that Gans was found to 
be more pliable than Terry, and for an unnamed con- 
sideration consented to goout. He was compelled to 
put up $5,000 in fulfiliment of his agreement. If this 
issoin whose hands was it put up and what was the 
object of theagreement. In time itisan assured fact 
that something will leak out about this part of the 
scheme ifthere was any. If it was to affect the betting 
the object might have been ccon-erved at considerable 
less loss to Gans’ reputation. By the termsof the 
agreement he had only to fail to knock Terry out to 
lose the decision. Fuilure to have done this would 
have brought no reflection upon him, ior no one big or 
little has had the distinction of knocking out the “tittle 
terror” conferred upon him. Yetif all the stories are 
true Gans permitted himselfto be knocked out ina 
manner which looked suspiciously like a fake. Gans 
has been under suspicion before, notably when George 
McFadden first disturbed a custard pie which Gans 
had thoughtfully deposited in his stomach ',efore enter- 
ing the ring. This disturbance was sufficient cause for 
him to quit, much to the disgust of his colored ad- 
mirers who had deposited bets upon his chances of 
Wiuning, which were all taken‘by a mysterious indi 
vidual who might have been in the confidence cf the 
fighter and his manager. When Gans quit 

with Erne after receiving a nasty cut over the eye quite 


a hullaballoo was raised, and more than one capable 
judge ofthe game bad a suspicion thit all war not 
right. Theeffort to clear Gans of complicity is not

FAKE RUMORS PLENTIFUL,

McGovern Fought Hard to Win, But 
Gans’ Work Was Suspicions, 


— s 


Terry MoGovern, the bantam and featherweight champion, de- 
feared Joe Gans, of Baltimore, in such a ridiculously easy manner 
iu Chicago on December 18 as to justify the generally scoepted 
belief that there was ‘‘something wrong’’ with the bout and that the 
result was prearranged. Coutrary to general expectation Gans was 
apparently no match for the little terror, aud his defeat was ac- 
complished in such a manner as :o call for considerable unfavorable 
comment. Gans was knocked out afier (wo minutes and five 
seconds of the second round awidst a storm of hisses and eries of 
“Fake!” “Fake!” from all parts of the house. George Siier, the 
veteran referee, who presided jn the riug, said afier Gans had heen 
taken to his corner: ‘Gans put up a very poor ight. That's ali I 
have to aay.” A very mild expression of opinion which was echoed 
by even the most conservative judges present. 

MeoGovern started rushing bim at the sound of the gong and did 
not cease until Gans was counted out. The latter did not deliver 
an effective blow during the fight, aud for a man of his reputation 
he offered a resistance which will gain him no friends amoug love s 
of true «port ia the ring. 

MoGovern fought fast from ibe start to finish and 1s entitled to all 
the credit of a victory. He fought bard and his blows went home 
straight to the mark, aud if the fight isto be cried down at all it is 
on account of the miserable showlug made by Gans. 

During the fret round Gans never attempted to mix it. He never 
made an effort to use his left counter, for which he is so famous, 
aud did nothing but back away with a scared look on his face. 

Tu the second round he attempted to fight « little at the opening, 
but soon resorted to his backing tactios, attempting no return blows 
and making uo effort to block the hot ones which McGovern seut in 
on his mouth and face. As he was felled tine and again after 
every rush MeGovern made, he looked around with a helpless ex- 
pression, as though he had no idea whether it was part of the 
proceedings for him to rise or remain where he was. " 

At the last knockdown he was on his back for six seconds, rol 
over on his fave, rose to His left knee and remained in that poaition 
until Biller tapped himon the shoulder, telling him that the fight 
was over and that he was a loser, He was lifted and was eble to 
walk in a feeble manner to his corner, 

During & long delay which followed the preliminaries, Joe 
Humphreys of New York, who acted a+ anuouncer, explained the 
conditions of the match. The men had agreed to box six rounds at 
188 pounds, weigh »t 7 P.M. Gans to knock MeGovern out in 
order to obiain the decision, If he failed to do this and the latier 
was on bis feet when the {gong sounded at the expiration of the 
Goal round, MeGovern was to receive the decision aud 65 per cent 
of half the gross reoripts, the loser to take 35 per cent. 

There was a long delay after the preliminary fights in order that 
the ring might be spread with fresh canvas and the picture making 
device set in operation. The room was lit up by sixty-eight are 
lights and four enormous electric reflectors. Despite the great heat 
generated by the lamps the hall was uncomfortably cold, the 
windows and doors having been opened on all sides to permit the 
breeze to blow through, and the seventeen thousand persons, the 
largest throng ever assembled in Tattersall's, shivered and stamped 
their feet before the fighters made their appearance. 

When McGovern appeaied he was greeted with wild cheers from 
the great crowd, a much milder reception being given to Gans, 
who entered the ring just before him. Ia MoGovern's corner were 
Sam Harris, Danny Dougherty, Jack Douahue and Charley May: 
hood. With Gans were Ai Herford, Harry Forbes, Henry Lyous 
aod Bam Bolan. 

After the fight, which was under strict Queensberry rules, there 
were many vigorous expressions of dissatisfaciion among the crowd, 
it being openly asserted by many that Gaus made no attempt to 
win. 

Fight by rounds: 

Round 1—MeGovern led with left. He rushed Gans to the ropes- 
pounting him very hard on ribs with left. McGovern missed right 
and left. MoGovern sent Gans back with a left to the jaw, Gans 
acting on the defensive. MoGovern rushed, landing right and left 
on ribs, Gans uppereutting under the heart. Gans pat right and 
left to face. MeGovern put left and right to the jaw, staggering 
Gans. MoGovern sent Gans to ropes with right and left to face. 
MoGovern landed right to the jaw, again staggering him. Gans 
was nearly floored with left to face. Gans was kuoéked down with 
left tojaw. He wasup at the count of seven, but was knocked 
down again one second after the bell rang. Gans was taken to 
his corner in a groggy condition. No claim of foul was made by 
Gans. 

Round 2—MeGovern landed left on face twice, knocking Gans to 
the floor. MeGovern put right tojaw. McGovern sent hard right 
to ear and left to mouth, Gans was knocked down with a right to 
the jaw, taking the full count. The minute pe was up MeGovern 
rushed, knocking him down again. Gans was knocked down a 
third time and was Onally knocked out with a right to the jaw. 

As MeGovern, smiling and waving bis hand, turned toward his 
corner he was picked up in the arms of his manager and seconds 
and carried bodily to his chair. In an iustant the ring was 
thronged with cheering McGovern adherents, who gathered around 
the Brooklyn boy's corner and cheered him again and again. 

MeGovern, panting a little from his exertions, but with no marks 
of any kind, started to put on his clothes. 

“He only hit me once,” said McGovern, ‘‘aud that was in the first 
minute of the Gret round, He poked his left into my mouth good 
and hard, but I knew I had him on the next exchange.”’ 

Gans had no excuses to offer for his quick defeat. His seconds, 
however, said be was overtrained, and that his stomach had been 
bad all day. 

For several days prior to the affair there were numerous stories 
that the ight was fixed for McGovern to win, and the betting set 
steadily in that direction during the pending twenty-four hours. 
Wednesday night it was 1 to 2 that McGovern would stay the limit. 
Just prior tothe fight it that Gans would be 
knocked out. 

On the day following the fight, charges of ‘faking’ were fired in 
broadsides at the participants. Most of these assertions are based on 
the peculiar manper in which Gans conducted him -elf in 
and there is nothing on which to ground anything more definite 
than deep suspicion. McGovern, however, i« not believed to have 
been a party to the acheme, if any existed.
